Oswald was no ordinary drifter. He 
was taught the Russian language by. 
the United Slates government and 
latex went to the Soviet Union, where 
he renounced his citizenship and said 
that he would give American radar 
secrete to the USSR, and that he was 
a CtimmunisL On returning from his 
thirty months in Russia, ha was never 
charged or punished, and. on the con- 
tf ary, was given very special, preferen- 
tial treatment. He was given a job at 
Jaggars-Chiles-StwaH Company, fl 
photographic firm in Dallas, In New 
Orleans, after being busted in a street 
fight over hai (iroCuha leaflets and 
signs, he was — unlike the other par- 
ticipants in the fight 1 — interviewed 
privately by a federal agent The 
agent subsequently desrtreryed his 
notes from the interview with Oswald, 
contrary to normal law enforcement 
procedure. ^

array of evidence inexorably iden- 
tifying Oswald os a federal agent him- 
self, hut perhaps the must remarkable 
p-tye of information is the fact that 
tin* ’’Communist; defector’’ w'ftto he 
applied for a pastqjiirt to Eunjpe in 
the summer of 1961, received it im- 
mediately, unlike those who applied 
wi;h him t t n the same day, Under 
. federal law. met] who have been 
defectors arc not eligible for passports 
at all. 

A-s for the government’s scenario, 
with Oswald gunning down the 
president from the window of the 
Texas Book Dejmsitory, three 
professional riflemen. each rated a 
master by the National Rifle . 
Association, were selected to shoot 
frtim a platform thirty feet high — 
half as high as the sixth fi«or window 
a target considerably larger than 
the limited portions of the bodies of 
Kennedy end Con nelly that were 
visible ft™ the rear of the preuden- 
tia] limousine. The marksmen had the 
■ add stomal advantage of aborting at a 
stannary urges, unlike the 
president's car. which was mtsving. 

They were allowed as much time as 
they needed for aiming, whereas the 
"lone assassin," as the Warren Com- 
later stated, would have had 
Jess then eight tenths of a second to 
aim hte first shot- The master riflemen 
were unable To do it With evesy con- 
ceivable advantage set op for them 
they were like blind men shooting at 
flic* demonstrating that the official 
government fatty tale was not only 
Untrue but impossible.

Jack Ruby, Uh). was no ordinary 
nightclub owner. His activities in con- 
nection with Cohan project* p>ts beck 
^nto the iSSfl'i Early in I he J95f)‘s. 
Ruby consulted a war surplus dealer 
and discussed the purchase of one 
hundred jeers. Several years prior to 
the assassin ai ton. Nainv Pen'll t and 
her husband. Rnlierl, an adventurer 
who had iifirtkifiated in gun -running 
* nj orations, attended a meeting of 
Cuban exiles io Dallas, who were 
planning a 'raid on Cuba. Money was 
.needed lo finance the entejnirise . . 

Jack Ruby arrived. He was greeted hy 
the others as if they knew him welt 
and had been waiting for him. Ruby 
had a noticeable bulge in his coat 
|x>cket and went immediately U* the 
bathroom with a man wearing the 
uniform of a colonel in the United 
| Slates armed fonts IMns, Perrin 
(could not recall whelher it was an 
' army ur an air forte uni form). 

When they returned the bulgt was 
gone front hi* suit, and there wfts imi 
more talk of the need for money. It 
was apparent (hat Ruliy was the 
money man for the operation. 

. These facts, of unusual relevant to ' 
the assassination, surfaced right . in 
front of Iht Warren Commission, 
during the testimony of Nancy Perrin: 
however, when she began to describe 
the a i summit inn which she and the 
other* saw in the rear of the apart- 
ment, the commission at! ornery* skip- 
ped her testimony, saying I h at it was 
irrelevant. 

The guilty knowledge of the federal 
government i* apparent, almost freon 
the moment „ of the 
Richard Randolph Can. who heard 
the shots from the grassy knoll — 
because the riflemen were riglu 
behind him! — oliserved thal l he 
shots wer# tex) close together to have 
been fired by one man. He also obser- 
ved the two riflemen de;urcmg in a 
station wagon, and refxirted that he 
saw ci3 ie of the shots miss the 
president and cut a furrow in the 
grass. Tlie response of federal agents 
to this information, as he testified un- 
df;r Ddth later, wits to tell him to keep 
hut mouth shut. 

-Julia Atm Mercer was stalled in 
traffic just before the president’s 
motorcade arrived at Dealy Plaxa. 
She saw a man dismount from a truck 
with a rifle io his hand. She and die 
driver sat and' looked at each other fur 
some time as the traffic remained 
stalled. She later tdd federal agetiis 
that the man who was driving the 
truck was Jack Ruby. The in- 
vestigators did not appear to be at all 
interested. Her statement was later 
revised in practically every detail, she 
later testified, and her signature was 
forced under it. 

The overwhelming majority of wit- 
nesses heard the gunfire coming from 
the gras^ knoll in front of the 
president's ear. Seven of diem saw 
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smoke rising from lire grassy knoll.
